Count Witte Now the Controller o 
Russsian Destinies Spoke Frank- 
ly to the Emperor 


St.. Petersburg, Oct. 26. — Count 
Witte, even In advanc@ of the pro- 
mulgation of his formal appointment 
as Premier completely dominates the 
Situation. Interesting details have 
been learned regarding Count Witte’s 
interview with Emperor Nicholas at 
which it was agreed that the time 
had come to limit the autocratic 
power and give the people a_ real 
share in the government. His Ma- 
jesty askéd Count Witte tc speak 
frankly and after listening to the 
statesman’s exposure of the  situa- 
tion he appeared to be utterly un- 
nerved by the deplorable state of 
affairs and cried out that he wag 
weary of the sstruggle and felt like 
leaving all and fleeing to Darmstadt, 
This was probably the origin of the 
report that the Emperor was going 
abroad.
